Happy New Year to you all! We 
hope that it will be a prosperous 
year for Idaho librarians and li- 
braries. It will be a crucial year, 
in any case. During the 1957 Leg- 
islative session, now in progress, 
the state legislators will decide on 
the 1957-1959 budget for the State 
Traveling Library, which is re- 
questing $125,000 for the two year 
period. This is a large increase 
over the 1955-1957 budget of 
$29,500, but unless that much is 
granted, Idaho will have great dif- 
ficulty in qualifying for any feder- 
al money under the Library 
Services Act. All of us in the li- 
brary field know how urgent is the 
need in Idaho for expanded library 
service. Have we all done our best 
to bring this need to the attention 
of the legislators in our own com- 
munities, however? The Legis- 
lative Committee has organized a 
network of “advisors” in counties 
all over the state but they need 
your help and cooperation in writ- 
ing or talking to the legislators. 


Arthur DeVolder and his Li- 
brary Development Committee de- 
serve high commendation for the 
fine job done in their survey of 
Idaho library resources and public 
library statistics. The results are 
published in this issue and deserve 
careful and thoughtful study. 


Another publication deserving 
careful study is the fine report of 
the Idaho State Traveling Library 
issued by the State Board at the 
end of December, 1956. Many of 


you will have received one or more 
copies of the report, but if you 
have not, I am sure you can obtain 
one by writing to Mrs. Edith Rob- 
inson at the Idaho State Traveling 
Library in Boise. I hope you will 
read the report and pass the infor- 
mation on to any of your friends 
who may be interested in im- 
proving the state resources. 


It will soon be time for renewal 
of your membership in ISLA. We 
now have 125 individual members 
and 41 institutional memberships.

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Know Your Idaho Library Situation

Information centers have been 
established in six strategically lo- 
cated public libraries where in- 
dividuals or groups engaged in the 
study of library extension and 
county and district library organ- 
ization may go for study materials. 
These centers are at Coeur d’Alene, 
Boise, Twin Falls, Pocatello, and 
Idaho Falls. 

A member of the State Library 
Association has been appointed as 
coordinator of these centers and 
liason between the centers and the 
ISLA and State Library Boards. 
The centers were open during Na- 
tional Book Week, November 28- 
December 2, 1956 and will remain 
open indefinitely. 

It is anticpated that study groups 
of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, the State Demon- 
stration Clubs, the American As- 
sociation of University Women, 
Parent-Teacher Associations as 
well as other groups will use these 
centers in preparing to support li- 
brary development plans in their 
districts to effect application of 
the Library District Enabling Act 
of 1955 passed by the state legis- 
lature. 

Materials at the centers may be 
used in the libraries or loaned to 
individuals in accordance with 
each library’s own regulations. 

Each center was furnished with 
a display map showing a possible 
division of the state of Idaho into 
six large districts that could sup- 
port good modern library service 
from a large central district library 
in accordance with minimum 


standards. On this map is shown 
the location of all existing public 
libraries with indication of whether 
they serve populations over or un- 
der 10,000 and whether their an- 
nual budgets are over or under 
$10,000. Each library was asked to 
furnish a sign, “Know Your Idaho 
Library Situation.” 

Other materials furnished to the 
centers are copies of the compiled 
library laws of Idaho; the Federal 
Library Services Act and the re- 
lated Senate Report; THE COUN- 
TY OR DISTRICT LIBRARY: 
What is it, what it can do for resi- 
dents, How to organize for action, 
How it operates, How to get it, 
compiled by Lee Zimmerman; a 
study guide, HOW A LIBRARY 
STUDY GROUP CAN ACHIEVE 
A DISTRICT LIBRARY, issued by 
the Idaho State Traveling Library; 
THE ROLE OF THE STATE LI- 
BRARY, a statement from the Na- 
tional Association of State Librar- 
ies; and a reprint from the PNLA 
QUARTERLY describing the Ford 
Foundation financed Pacific North- 
west Library Development Project. 


Each of the six libraries was 
asked to acquire for its information 
center the following books:

By media of correspondence, 
personal interview and discussion 
about the Idaho Library District 
Enabling Act of 1955 and the Fed- 
eral Library Service Bill of 1956 
it has been brought forcibly to my

* these new laws mean to the people 
of Idaho. 


Before any definite plan of action 
can be set up in the State of Idaho 
to put into effect adequate demon- 
strations of library service, a more 
thorough study will have to be 
made by local, county and state 
officials as well as librarians to 
learn the full scope of the laws 
passed by the state and federal 
agencies. 


Upon clarification of these laws 
and thorough discussion and un- 
derstanding of the effect of these 
laws upon the local communities, 
it may then be possible to put into 
operation a comprehensive pian. 
Many communities fear that they 
will lose control of the local li- 
braries already established; not

fully understanding that consoli- 
dation of their libraries into a 
district or federated system would 
give them better service and is 
more feasible financially, adminis- 
tratively and educationally. 

In the study made by the Li- 
brary Development Committee of 
the libraries in the State in 1955 
and published in the IDAHO LI- 
BRARIAN, April, 1956 it is noted 
that there were sixty-eight public 
libraries supported by city, club 
or a combination of both in the 
state. 

Of these libraries sixty-two pro- 
vided records of expenditures 
which amounted to a total in round 
figures of $334,000 of which ten li- 
braries expended a total of $254,- 
000 leaving the balance of fifty-two 
libraries expending a total of 
$80,000. Based on an estimated 
population cof 630,000 persons the 
expenditures for all libraries a- 
mounted to only $.53 per capita as 
compared to the national standard 
of several years ago amounting to 
$1.50 per capita. With current ex- 
penses amounting it is likely that 
$2.00 would be a more accurate 
figure. 

The book collection available in 
sixty-two libraries reporting a- 
mounted to a total of 573,647 vol- 
umes of which the ten libraries had 
an aggregate total of 319,894. In all 
it still amounts to less than one 
book per person. 

Total circulation of books from 
fifty-eight libraries reporting a- 
mounted to 1,336,004 books of 
which the ten major libraries cir- 
culated 968,883, or a total circula- 
tion per capita of slightly more 
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than two books. If these figures 
were based on actual borrowers 
statistics, it is likely that the per 
capita figure would be higher. 

If services such as listed above 
can be accomplished on a limited 
basis, picture in your minds what 
can be done if the state and local 
libraries would develop their po- 
tentials to the fullest. 

Elsewhere in this report you will 
find listings of the current 1956 
valuation of property for each 
county. The total amount is $601, 
318,797. If every county in the 
state would levy one mill for li- 
brary service a minimum of $601, 
318 would be available for library 
service. This amount coupled with 
the additional millage levy allowed 
to the city libraries would more 
than double the present finances 
available for library service. 

It is unlikely that this can be 
done in the near future, but it is 
a goal toward which all librarians 
and interested persons can arrange 
their plans. With the aid of the 
federal funds, perhaps a beginning 
can be made to that at the end of 
the five year period library service 
will be based on a sound integrated 
plan. 

The librarians in the state and 
many interested lay persons have 
worked for more than twenty-eight 
years to witness the passage of 
suitable library laws to make a- 
vailable to the mass of the people 
efficient and ample library service. 
Many obstacles were overcome; 
but perhaps the problems are just 
beginning. Studies will have to be 
made of population centers, needs 
of the sparsely settled areas, means 
of overcoming the barriers of geo- 
graphical and land masses, local 
prejudices, and legal complications. 


The State Library will have to be 
strengthened, personnel problems 
will be almost unsurmountable; 
but as in any other pioneering the 
heartaches will have to be taken 
along with the joys. 

Substantial headway in devel- 
oping a_ well-integrated library 
system in the state will require 
clearing houses of information, 
consultation of city, county and 
state legal officers, better compre- 
hension by the librarians, in- 
creased emphasis on the important 
role of the State Library, extensive 
publicity and support of many lay 
organizations. 

Legislative action may be re- 
quired to enforce library boards to 
keep and to send full library re- 
ports to the State agency, which 
will compile directories and li- 
brary statistical data about the in- 
come of libraries, expenditures, 
personnel, number of volumes add- 
ed and withdrawn, and other per- 
tinent information pertaining to 
library operation. In this way 
complete records can be made 
available to take full stock of what 
is being done so that state and fed- 
eral funds can be dispensed with 
care and discretion and without 
legal complications. It is probable 
that heads of district libraries will 
have to be fully certified before 
state or federal aid can be ren- 
dered to the unit, in order to assure 
the fullest potential use of funds 
and satisfy the Federal regulations 
for supervision of expenditures 
under the Library Services Act. 

Immediate surveys will have to 
be made of existing libraries to 
study the feasibility of these li- 
braries becoming headquarters for 
the establishment of district li- 
braries to give extensive rural 
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service by contract or other legal 
means and to take full advantage 
of the federal aid available. Care- 
ful studies will have to be made 
of the state and federal laws to 
assure full compliance with regu- 
lations. 

The major problem at this point 
is to implement the city, county, 
state and federal laws so that li- 
braries can be expanded or estab- 
‘lished as needed. Many problems 
attached to organization may have 
to be resolved somewhat through 
experience. 

In summarization of the above 
remarks the following plan of ac- 
tion is suggested: 

1. The State Library Board shall 
select interested areas throughout 
the State which are most likely to 
continue developing their pro- 
gram after Federal aid is discon- 
tinued and extend federal funds 
te them immediately. 

2. The State Library Board should 
plan to cover other interested 
areas when comprehensive plans 
have developed after initial study 
of the first demonstrations. 

3. A time limit should be set on aid 
to specified areas so that as much 
of the State can be covered as 
possible. 

4. No development should be fos- 
tered in areas which cannot fin- 
ancially or geographically create 
an adequate service; it would be 
better to serve such areas directly 
from the State Library via book- 
mobile, depository collections, or 
grants-in-aid. The State Library 
will be required to increase its 
extension service, provide for ad- 
ditional personnel to these remote 
areas, and aid in selection of book 
materials and training of person- 
nel. 


5. A budget covering the district 
selected for demonstration should 
be prepared, staff hired, and the 
program laid out as soon as pos- 
sible to allow for smooth opera- 
tion. Good service is of essence if 
the program is to succeed and to 
develop its own potential after 
federal aid has ceased. 

6. It must be stressed that federal 
monies cannot be used for build- 
ings, equipment, maintenance and 
similar items; but should be util- 
ized for books, bookmobiles, per- 
sonnel and expendable library 
supplies, etc. 

7. Financial support from the rural 
areas is imperative. It would be 
well to emphasize the need for a 
strong district or county library 
with a substantial tax base so that 
service will meet the require- 
ments set by the ALA Public Li- 
brary Standards. 

8. Again emphasis should be laid 
on the recommendation that ex- 
isting facilities be used as much 
as possible, with branches, deposit 
stations, and bookmobiles being 
used to bring the service to the 
people. 

9. It must be stressed that complete 
support for the library program 
must be obtained from the people 
served because it will be a waste 
of money if the tax support is 
taken away from the program be- 
fore it is fully developed. It will 
take, as was mentioned before, 
full cooperation on the part of 
everyone to make the program a 
success. 

The study made by the Library 
Development Committee headed 
by Mr. Leonard Thorp and mimeo- 
graphed in the IDAHO LIBRAR- 
IAN for July, 1952 still has many 
basic suggestions. Alterations may

port was submitted. This will bring

At the request of the State Li- 
brary Board the yearly question- 
naire on SURVEY OF PUBLIC LI- 
BRARIES IN IDAHO was sent out 
in November instead of February 
as before so that an earlier report 
would be ready in time for the 
1957 State Legislative session. 

To get as full coverage as pos- 
sible, questionnaires were sent to 
150 cities with a 1950 census popu- 
lation listing of 300 or more. 
Follow-up postal cards were sent 
to those cities that did not reply to 
the original letters. 

The net result of the survey up 
to December 1, 1956 when the re- 
port was sent to the State Library 
Board (15 days late) indicated that 
101 questionnaires were returned 
and that 49 were ignored. A hur- 
ried survey of the reports returned 
indicated 30 cities have no libraries 
in their communities; 15 reports 
were incomplete; and 56 were 
strongly active. It is possible that 
this figure will have been in- 
creased by publication time. (Ed- 
itor’s note: Reports have been 
received from five additional li- 
braries since the Committee’s Re- 


need to be made, however, in geo- 
graphical areas. 

It must be remembered that the 
statements made are not to be con- 
strued as final conclusive state- 
ments; but merely as an outline of 
action which—when studied by the 
body as a _ whole—will aid in 
evolving a master plan—a plan 
which may need revision to some 
degree as practice shows that the 
theories presented are correct or 
incorrect. 


The survey—as was last year’s— 
is strictly confined to current re- 
ports received. The purpose of this 
is to have an official report com- 
piled in accordance with the legal 
requirements of the State and Fed- 
eral governments with the hope 
that this report can be utilized in 
an over-all plan which would al- 
low Idaho to participate in the 
Federal Library Services Bill.

Now, 
more than ever, it is imperative 
that all interested persons act to 
obtain library service for the thou- 
sands of Idahoans in the rural 
areas.

and the other on Saturdays .at 
5:00 p.m. over KBOI-TV. 

These programs are presented 
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throughout the school year, and 
were started a year ago. An at- 
tempt is made by presenting each 
department in the school system to 
show parents what Johhny is ac- 


complishing in the _ classroom. 
Students and teachers alike par- 
ticipate. 

On December 1, 1956 the school 
library was presented, in a pro- 
gram put on by Mrs. Marjorie 
Fairchild, librarian of East Junior 
High School. We had ten students 
on the show, which endeavored to 
reproduce a regular library period, 
complete with a nice set, so real- 
istic that many people thought the 
TV had moved right into our li- 
brary. 

It was quite an experience for us 
all, and after first heart palpita- 
tions we thoroughly enjoyed our- 
selves. Since, too, it was the last 
day of Book Week and Know Your 
Library Situation Week, it was a 
most opportune time to give li- 
braries generally some fine pub- 
licity.

CENTRAL JUNIOR HIGH 
SCHOOL, NAMPA 


The Central Junior High School 
Library is located on the second 
floor of our building. It has a north 
exposure with six large windows 
for daylight. Twelve large modern, 
light fixtures, especially chosen for 
good diffusion of light, supplement 
light needed when daylight is not 
sufficient. 

Our room is sixty feet long by 
twenty-five feet wide. Along the 
long southern wall, broken by two 
doorways, are found our main book 
stacks, Shelves in these stacks are 
adjustable so as to take care of the 


various sized books. The fiction 
books and the Encyclopedias of 
the general reference books are 
housed along the West end in 
stacks, also having adjustable 
shelves. A doorway in this west 
end leads into a small room where 
the magazine files, supplementary 
books, maps and visual aids stor- 
age are provided. There is also 
room enough for a large work 
table for repair of books, to be 
carried on with other wok neces- 
sary for the operation of a library. 
Running water with a sink is pro- 
vided in this room for the librar- 
ian’s use and work. 

The main library room contains 
a large charging counter, two large 
metal vertical files, a typing office 
desk, two library tables accom- 
modating six chairs each for 
student use, and forty-eight perm- 
anent desks with a teacher’s desk 
for use in the study hall part of 
the room. A book cabinet is pro- 
vided for the study hall books, 
needed by the students in studying 
their regular class work. A maga- 
zine display file holds the current 
issues of the magazine for student 
use. Three bulletin boards are pro- 
vided for display purposes. Driver 
training is the topic of one bulletin 
board, library data on one small 
one, while the other is used for 
whatever purpose is needed, dis- 
play of good book covers, the var- 
ious holidays, or whatever the li- 
brarian needs it for. 

Student librarians are on duty 
each period to assist the head li- 
brarian. It is their duty to check 
materials out and in, to keep the 
books in order on the stacks, to 
keep the magazines up to date and 
to secure magazines from the files 
for students doing research. They 
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also check regular textbooks out 
to students in the study hall for 
use during each period. It is their 
duty to see that all books are in 


before leaving their period of duty. 
This system works well and very 
seldom is a bovk found missing. 
Student librarians earn points for 
their services helping them earn a 
school letter or other award. 

Other students are trained as 
operators of visual aids equipment, 
it being their duty to see that films 
and equipment are set up for the 
teachers having them scheduled. 
The total number of library and 
visual aids helpers I have are 
twenty-eight. These students, to 
remain eligible to hold their po- 
sitions, must maintain a grade 
average of 3 with no grade lower 
than a 4. Most of them have a 
better grade average. 


This year we received 157 new 
books for our circulation and a 
number of replacements. The titles 
are scattered through the various 
classifications. Book covers are 
used as one means of introducing 
the new books to the students. 

The outfiles so far this year have 
averaged at least fifty to sixty 
books a day. 

Students from any class, any 
period in the day, by permit, come 
to the library to secure information 
or books for use. Very seldom does 
a period pass that there are not 
users taking advantage of the li- 
brary facilities. 

Our major project this school 
year is to build up the subject 
cards for our card catalog to aid 
students in their search for ma- 
terials.

On November 6, 1956, the tax 
payers of Boundary County went 
to the polls to vote whether Bound- 
ary County should have a regional 
library. When the ballots were 
counted it was found that they 
favored the plan by more than four 
to one. 


After the disastrous flood of last 
May in Boundary Couty, the 
prospect of better library service 
looked gloomy indeed, but by 
September it was decided to take 
a chance and bring the plan be- 
fore the people. Petitions were 
circulated and approved. P.T.A.’s, 
Extension Clubs, the Grange and 
other organizations were contacted, 
and everyone interested talked and 
talked. Book week was held in the 
library the last week of October 
and all the school children of the 
County heard of the advantages of 
a regional library. The children 
were fine campaigners and we are 
sure that they helped with the 
favorable vote more than any other 
source. 


No tax money will be available 
until January, 1958, so the Reader’s 
Club, who organized the library in 
1915 and have maintained it all of 
those 41 years, will continue to 
support it until the time when it 
will be given to the County to form 
a nucleus of a larger library. The 
County Commissioners have ap- 
pointed a Board of Trustees, who 
will work with the Reader’s Club 
this year and make plans for the 
new set-up. The Board consists of 
Russel Soderling, Mrs. Simon Mc- 
Donald, Mrs. Ted Bruin, Mrs. 
Marvin Houck and Mrs. John 
Mesenbrink. Needless to say every- 


one is extremely pleased with the 
prospect of good library service 
for Boundary County.

COBALT COMMUNITY CLUB 
LIBRARY 


We are sponsored by the Cobalt 
Community Club, which is a com- 
munity project, but membership 
is not compulsory. Five years ago 
we started with fifty books do- 
nated and fifty books borrowed 
from the Idaho State Traveling 
Library. The supplies, cards and 
other items were purchased by the 
Club. The time was donated by 
Mrs. R. Richardson and myself. At 
this time the population was ap- 
proximately 500, including chil- 
dren and adults. A room, which 
was the office in the school house, 
was used free of charge. 


In January of 1956 we moved 
into the new library room in the 
Recreation Hall, which is the 
center for all activities. This is 
free except for the cleaning, which 
is paid for by the Club under a 
plan sponsored by the Clara 
Mining Company. On November 
1, 1956 the population had in- 
creeased to 1400 people. The num- 
ber of borrowers were 462. The 
number of volumes in the library 
are 2,900. 


The reading room is used by 
the public—especially the single 
men from the dormitories and the 
men without families. The library 
is used also by the elementary 
school children. The library works 
with the school in obtaining books 
that are needed by these children. 


We are unable to sponsor many 
projects due to the lack of help. I 
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would be glad for any suggestions 
for projects from any library that 
has been successful in sponsoring 
them.

IDAHO FALLS PUBLIC 
LIBRARY 


The tempo of library work in 
Idaho Falls has gone on at an ever 
increasing pace due to the increase 
in population and the increased 
awareness of the importance of the 
library in the community. This in- 
creased activity is reflected in 
every department of the library— 
from acquisitions to mending and 
discarding—in increased reference 
work both by phone calls and per- 
sonal contacts. Use of the period- 
ical file has been especially heavy. 

The excellent courses in child- 
ren’s literature given to school 
teachers during the summer by 
both Ricks College and Idaho State 
College during the past few years 
have shown excellent results as 
the teachers return to school and 
guide their pupils in the selection 
of good reading material. 


In October, 717 second graders 
in 21 classes were introduced to 
the library and its books in visits 
which combined the thrills of ex- 
ploration and story-telling. Over 
50 per cent of them received their 
first library cards at this time, the 
others having registered previous- 
ly. Most of them have continued as 
regular borrowers. The project is 
a cooperative effort between the 
public schools and the library with 
school buses providing the trans- 
portation. 


Another example of cooperation 
between library and school is the 


fortnightly trip by bus which 
brings about 70 children to the 
library for the exchange of books. 
These children must pay rural 
registration fees and they borrow 
approximately 200 books every 
two weeks. 

Book week was observed in 
much the usual way with new 
books, attractive displays, book 
marks, and newspaper publicity 
which included a charming picture 
of children at the library. This 
year we left the jackets on the new 
books until after the first circula- 
tion, which added an extra fillip to 
the excitement that borrowing 
new books always engenders. 

We are glad to be informed by 
an Idaho Falls attorney, Mr. Reg- 
inald R. Reeves, that the Idaho 
Junior Chamber of Commerce has 
launched a new campaign—‘“Oper- 
ation Library’— the purpose of 
which is to make library service 
available to every citizen in Idaho. 
We feel that Idaho is fortunate in 
having this energetic group take 
an interest in such a project, as 
the Jaycees are noted for their suc- 
cess in carrying through the pro- 
jects they undertake. We also 
congratulate them on having so 
capable chairman as Mr. Reeves. 

During the past six months three 
members of our staff have been 
married. Mrs. Ruth Schwarzman 
is remaining with the library until 
her husband returns from Germa- 
ny. Mrs. Patty Clark left in No- 
vember to join her husband who 
is in service. On December 12, Miss 
Lucile Slater became the bride of 
Mr. Earl Davis, and is now living 
in Jerome. We feel her loss greatly, 
but we are sure her many friends 
in the library world will join us in 
wishing her happiness. 
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Miss Joan Goodell, a former 
staff member, and for one school 
year an assistant in the Idaho State 
College Library, has resumed her 
former position with us. 


NAMPA CARNEGIE LIBRARY 


Mrs. Blanche R. Van Slyke re- 
signed from the Nampa Carnegie 
Library on December 1, 1956. She 
had been with the library twenty- 
seven years. The new librarian is 
Miss Vera Long. 


POCATELLO PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Trustees of the Pocatello 
Library in their desire to give ef- 
ficient Library service to the ex- 
panding population of Pocatello 
were faced with the knowledge 
that the budget would not allow 
expansion by building or even 
renting Branch Libraries. The 
cramped quarters inside our Li- 
brary and the conjested parking 
situation around the Library was 
discouraging to borrowers. No 
solution was in sight for either of 
these conditions. The Bookmobile 
seemed to solve all these difficul- 
ties. Thus the Bookmobile was pur- 
chased to give greater service over 
the widest possible territory. 


The cost of the Bookmobile, 
$10,961.00, could come out of mon- 
ey previously accumulated in a 
Building Fund. The books in the 
Bonneville Branch Library, which 
had to be closed would furnish 
the bulk of the Bookmobile col- 
lection and new books were to be 
added as the need arose. 


From October 4, 1956 to date we 
have registered 1484 new juvenile 
borrowers. In the two weeks we 
have been checking out books we 


have circulated 2,579 books. We 
limited the books to one a child on 
our test runs to find out how many 
registered borrowers would really 
check out books. Our circulation 
would have been at least five times 
larger if we had not limited it. It 
will take us some time to furnish 
enough juvenile books to satisfy 
the demand if the children con- 
tinue to visit the Bookmobile in 
the same numbers as the past two 
weeks. 


After several delays the Book- 
mobile arrived in Pocatello, Sep- 
tember 21, 1956. From that time 
on there was a rush to prepare and 
house the book collection in the 
new Bookmobile Depot rented to 
house them and the Bookmobile. 
Since the Bookmobile must operate 
on regular electric current and we 
expected the juvenile population 
to make more use of it than adults, 
we had arranged with the schools 
to have an electric outlet at each 
school. This enables the unit to 
drive on the school grounds away 
from the traffic. 


There are 15 schools at which we 
stop over a period of two weeks. 
The unit starts about 9:30 a.m. 
from the depot and leaves the 
school at 4:30 p.m. to return to 
the depot where the personnel 
works until 6 o’clock reloading the 
books and making records. 


We have had wonderful coopera- 
tion from the school personnel 
from the Superintendent down to 
the custodians. We distributed the 
application cards through the 
schools and the teachers collected 
them and turned them in to us. 
The teachers cooperate in super- 
vising the children so they come 
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and go in an orderly manner. We 
have no contract with the schools 
but they have provided the neces- 
sary electric outlets at their ex- 
pense. 


The first public appearance of 
the Bookmobile was in the Idaho 
State College Homecoming parade 
October 13, 1956. Their theme was 
“Storyland” so it was appropriate 
for its appearance before the 
crowds that viewed the parade. On 
October 16, 1956 we began our trial 
runs to the stops arranged. On No- 
vember 2, 1956 the Bookmobile 
was on display, at their request, 
for the meeting of the Fifth Dis- 
trict Teachers Convention in the 
interest of Library Development 
in Idaho and at Whittier School 
P.T.A. meeting on November 19, 
1956. Our regular schedule for 
checking out books began Novem- 
ber 5, 1956. 

Our greatest problems now are 
furnishing enough books and an 
adequate staff on our budget. 


RIGBY CITY LIBRARY 


We are very proud of our small 
library and think it is a real asset 
to the Community. 


We have a lot of nice books and 
are getting more all the time. We 
have had some real good books 
presented as gifts to the library. 

Books that are in real demand 
with the students are science fic- 
tion books. They are also inter- 
ested in television and radio repair 
work. 


Books are wonderful companions 
for all ages, and our aim is to get 
more of the adult population inter- 
ested in the library.

It has 
proved to be very popular with 
our patrons. 


Other events included school 
visits, publicity in pictures and dis- 
plays for Book Week and Know 
Your Library Situation Week. One 
of the displays in the window of 
the Idaho Power Company in 
down-town Twin Falls aroused 
much worthwhile comment. 


The newspapers, Times-News 
and Salt Lake Tribune, were gen- 
erous with their public coverage 
of the events as well as the local 
radio stations KEEP, KTFI, and 
KLIX. 


The story hours for children 
were resumed in November. Ap- 
proximately fifty children have 
been attending each session. Sto- 
ries are told by members of the 
Twin Falls High Schoo! dramatics 
club and are presided over by Miss 
Dorothy Evans, children’s librar- 
ian. 


For the month of December, 
Christmas theme displays were 
featured in both the children’s and 


adult departments. Also, in co- 
ordination with the League of 
Women Voters a display was set 
up commemorating the 165th An- 
niversary of the passage of the 
Bill of Rights. 


College Libraries 
BOISE JUNIOR COLLEGE 


Boise Junior College has been 
re-accredited by a unanimous rec- 
ommendation of the Commission 
on Higher Schools of the North- 
west Association of Secondary and 
Higher Schools, for a period of ten 
years. The visiting committee was 
generous in its remarks about the 
Library, but emphasized the fact 
that further expansion of its fa- 
cilities would be necesssary within 
five years. The two librarians have 
already chosen the spot where we 
want the new library to be built, 
but the administration has yet to 
approve it! 


IDAHO STATE COLLEGE 


Robert Hartshorn, librarian at 
Intermountain School, Brigham 
City, Utah, has been appointed 
pharmacy-science librarian at Ida- 
ho State College effective January 
1. Hartshorn has degrees from 
Brigham Young University and 
University of Southern California. 
He has served as librarian at Cedar 
City High Schooi and Snow Col- 
lege, in Utah, as well as assisting 
in the Alhambra, California Pub- 
lic Library.

Addie Broadbent, who has been 
acting as pharmacy-librarian since 
the September 1 resignation of 
Ina Stout Pearson, now pharmacy- 
librarian at the College of the Pa-

ments librarian.

Committee. 


LEWIS-CLARK NORMAL 
SCHOOL 


Lewis-Clark Normal has initi- 
ated a permanent text book dis- 
play for the benefit of the 
student-teachers in the education 
classes. 


An alcove has been set aside and 
special shelving purchased. Book 
companies printing grade school 
books were contacted for sample 
copies and agreed to keep the 
copies up-to-date. Publishers re- 
sponded far in excess to our ex- 
pectations and we have a useful 
and attractive display. 


To make the books more usable 
to cur student teachers we fastened 
the teacher’s manual to the text 
book which it accompanies. We 
accessioned all the books according 
to our agreement with the publish- 
ers, but we carded them only under 
text books. 

The education classes have been 
studying and comparing the text- 
books for various subjects at var- 
ious grade levels. In recent days 
practically all of the books in this 
division have been checked out at 
the same time, and the teachers 
assure us that later on when lesson 
plans are being written the books 
will have even more use. We are 
considering giving these books 
temporary reserve-book status. 


NORTHWEST NAZARENE 
COLLEGE 


Decorations of black and white 
laid the scene for Tea and Fellow- 
ship at the R. T. Williams Library 
on November 16, 1956. A Pilgrim 
motif was carried out in the invi- 
tations and the decorations. 


This annual affair, to which all 
faculty and administrative mem- 
bers are invited, is a time of 
getting acquainted with the li- 
brary and its resources and of gen- 
eral amity between the librarians 
and teachers. Displays of new 
books, according to the divisions 
of the college were featured on 
separate tables with appropriate 
signs accompanyin them. Biogra- 
phies of faculty members appear- 
ing in various books of biography 
caused a great deal of favorable 
comment. 


After the tea, which was served 
by student assistants, Mrs. Bittle- 
ston gave a short talk on the new 
reference books which are now 
available. The response to both the 
tea, which incidently was spiced 
cider, and the new books was quite 
inspiring. 

The display was left up over the 
week-end until Monday afternoon 
so that those teachers who wished, 
could bring their classes over to 
see the new books in areas of 
their interests. 


RICKS COLLEGE LIBRARY 


The Ricks College Library in 
cooperation with the Ricks-BYU 
Adult Education Center has com- 
pleted an extension class in School 
Library Organization. Several li- 
brarians and teachers from the | 
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upper Snake River Valley were en- 
rolled in the course. 


Christmas vacation was spent in 
editing the IDAHO LIBRARIAN. 


UNIVERSITY OF IDAHO 


A gift of over fifty books was 
recently presented to the Univer- 
sity Library by Talbot Jennings, 
noted screen scenario writer and 
Idaho graduate of 1924. The books 
range from non-fiction, through 
poetry and best-selling fiction. 
This is just the latest, though one 
of the largest, groups of books that 
have been given to the Library 
by Mr. Jennings throughout the 
past years. 


As a screen writer in Hollywood, 
Jennings has completed the scripts 
for many hit movies including 
“Anna and the King of Siam” and 
“Northwest Passage.” Before be- 
ginning his screen writing career 
he wrote several plays which ap- 
peared on Broadway. Starting his 
career at the University of Idaho, 
he wrote “Light on the Moun- 


tains,” a historical pageant of 
Idaho, acted by University stu- 
dents. 


A long-standing drive to get 
students to turn in library books 
lying around the houses finally 
showed some results.
